George Colt 1n the year 1658, was drowned in Holland, and about two years after , (the Lady Gargrsvebeing dead and 
the ſaid /oþz Dutton Colt being an infant, and Thomas Colt having gotten the conveyances into his hands) Thomas Co Ko 
mtothe poſſeſſion of the Eſtare,ar firſt pretending he did it for the good of his brothers children.But when he was ſerled 

- Inthe poſſeſſion , he then ſcts upa title rohimſelt, and gives out, that Hewry Hall was a Truſtce for him and nor for his- 
Brother George, and to ſer a colour upon ir, Thomas Colt and Henry Hall combining rogethcr, Heary Hall declares by a 
Deed under ht3 hand and Scal, that the ſaid 5th. part was conveyed to himas toa 4th. part thereof in. Truſt for one wal- 
ter Karvye,and as tothe other three parts thereof, in truſt for the ſaid Thomas Colt and his Heirs ; but George. Colg was 
never aparty to this or any other Declaration to any ſuch purpoſe. : 

Afterwards 1n the year 1663. /oþn Dutton Col: commencecth a ſuite in Chancery againſt Thomgs Colt and Henry Hall 
x0 have the Deeds from 7he. Colt, and to have Thom.ss Colt and H-ary Hall convey the [aid Eſtate ro him according tothe 
truſt, And upon the hearing of the cauſe before the Malter of the Rolls in Trinity Term 1665 « ir «ppcating thay r7enry 
Hall was a Truſtce for George Colt and his Heirs ; it was decreed that the Deeds (hould be deltvered and the Eſtate con+ 
veycd to John Dutton Colt and his heirs or whom he ſhould appoint by Hezry Hall and Thomas Colt. 

Thomas Colt not being ſatisfied with this Decree , Petitions the then Lord Chancellor, that the cauſe might be re- 
heard before his Lordſhip which was granted to him, and upon the rehearing of the ſaid Cauſe, viz. 12. Of, 1665. 
the decree made by the Maſtcr of the Rolls was confirined by the Lord Chancellor , and Thomas Colt and Hepry Hall 
were again Decrecd to convey the Eſtate to John Dutton Colt and his Heirs, _ = ; 

Afterwards inthe ycar, 1666. Tho. Colt and Henry Hall Exhibited their Bill of Revety , to have ttefaid Decreere- 
verſed and alledged therein , that they had diſcovered new marter ,viz.orher Conveyances to make out their Ticle = 
darcd the 13th. and 14th. of March 1656.(which were not diſcovered before the former: roms 7 and thereupon ſeyer. 
al other witneſſes were examined, that were not uſed in the former cauſe : Uponthe reading of which new proofs at 
the hearing of the ſaid Cauſe upon the Bill of revciw before the Lord Keeper (aſſiſted by two Judges) it was Ordered 

7 thata Tryal at Law ſhould be had at the Kings Bench Barr , in which Tryal the iſſue was direQted to be, whether Tho- 

bo mas Colt had acknowledged or declared that whar t.c did te preſervethe ſaid Eſtate , was for the good of his Brother 

: George Colts Children,upon the Tryal of which ſaid Caufc, it appeared moſt ciearly to rhe ſatisfaction of all the Judges 
and of the Jurors that the ſaid 7homas Colt had made (uchacknowledgemeit and Declaration afrer the deathof his 
Brother George Colt whercupon the Jury gave theic Verdict for the ſaid /obz Ditto Colt : And thereuponthe Cauſe be. 
ing again {cr down to be heard in the Chancery , the (aid former Decrce as to three parts in four of the ſaid 5th. part of 
the ſaid Eſtate was confirmed , bur as tothe 4th. part of the ſaid 5th. part the ſaid former Decree was reverſed, in re. 
gard that it appcarcd by the proofs rakea in che cauſe upon the Bill of review, that one walter Heryje (who was no party 
ro the firit ſuite} had ſome prerence of an cquitable ritle ro the 4th. part of rhe ſaid 5th, part. | 

To wiiich laſt Decrce (orany of the former) the ſaid Thom.s Colt and Henry Hall have as yet - yctlded no obedience 
bu: do nozy go abour to give the ſaid /ohn Dutton Colt new trouble concerning the ſaid Eſtate, in Parliament, notwith. 

& ſtanding rhe ſaid 1oþz 'Dutton Colts title toche eſtate in queſtion hath been affirmed, as is aforcſaid by three decrees in 
'Y Chancery, and by aVerdi&tar the Common Law in a 1ryall ar the Kings Bench Barr, upon a full Evidence, 
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
